City College has an old-school method of keeping its cadavers cool: the ocean fog.

The Biological Sciences Depart- 
ment of City College of San Francisco, 
where hundreds of anatomy students 
receive hands-on instruction on human 
corpses, may have the greenest human 
cadaver program in the country. 

The three corpses currently stored 
in Science Hall at Ocean Campus 
are preserved in formaldehyde and 
kept cool enough to prevent decom- 
position by nothing more than the 
Ingleside District fog, let in through 
an open window. There is no electric 
refrigeration; the window is the only 
ventilation. 

The lab is no stranger to strange- 
ness: in the 1980s, a burglar broke in 
and made away with a human head. 
(Neither the thief nor the purloined 
head were ever discovered.) But dis- 
covering the lab’s antiquated storage 
techniques have shocked the admin- 
istrators brought in to handle CCSF’s 
ongoing accreditation crisis. 

CCSF has plenty of structural 
problems at its many far-flung cam- 
puses. But at a public meeting in 
January 2015 — called in response 
to the closure of the seismically un- 
safe Civic Center Campus — former 


school Chancellor Art Tyler fingered 
the lack of refrigeration as particular- 
ly egregious. 

“We've got formaldehyde that is 
perforating the building, peeling the 
paint, and so the solution way back 
when was to turn off the heat on that 
side of the building so we could keep 
the cadavers cold,” Tyler said. “That’s 
not the right solution.” 

However, faculty and staff say the 
lab, and the breezes greeting stu- 
dents busy with dissection through 
the open windows, is just fine. 

Anatomy professor Michael Guth- 
rie began teaching at City College in 
the spring of 1970. He recalled OSHA 
once inspected the cadaver lab in the 
early 1980s. 

“They said, ‘With the windows 
open and the wind we get up here, 
we actually have better ventilation,” 
he says now, adding that it could be 
the damp weather and the age of the 
buildings that’s peeling the paint, not 
cadaver preservatives. 

“The paint has been coming off all 
our labs,” he says. “I could take you 
back to a program review I did 
25 years ago and 
took pictures of 
the labs. It’s the 


The Know-Nothing, 
Pay-Nothing Supervisor 


Supervisor Mark Farrell has been billed a hefty fine 
for alleged illegal campaign practices in 2010, but he 
won't pay. He won't even talk.

What did Supervisor Mark Far- 


rell know and when did he know it? 
That’s the question before the city’s 
Ethics Commission — and it’s one 


Mayor Ed Lee’s ally prefers to let his at- 


torney and spokesman answer. 
The trouble started in 2010, when 


Chris Lee, then a consultant with Far- 


rell’s first bid for the District 2 seat, 


launched an independent expenditure 


committee (or IE, the local version of 
a Super PAC) called Common Sense 


Voters. By law, a candidate’s main cam- 


paign can’t coordinate with IEs, but 


Lee did and banked hefty donations in 
the process: $141,000 from real estate 
magnate Thomas Coates, and $50,000 


from Pacific Heights socialite Dede 
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Wilsey. On Election Day, Farrell won in 


a squeaker over Janet Reilly by a scant 
258 votes. 

Reilly smelled a rat and asked the 
California Fair Political Practices Com- 


mission to investigate. The FPPC found 


Lee guilty of illegally coordinating 
with both campaigns and assessed a 


$14,500 fine. However, there was noth- 


ing to suggest Farrell had authorized 
Lee’s extracurricular fundraising. 


But according to city law, candidates 


are responsible for their campaign 
committees, which, per the FPPC’s 
ruling, Common Sense Voters was. 
The Ethics Commission fined Farrell 
$191,000 — the amount the IE com- 
mittee had collected. 

Farrell has not only refused to pay 
the ethics fine, but has also refused to 


weather and the fact that it’s an old 
building.” 

Still, CCSF’s cadaver lab is well 
behind the times. Modern labs have 
air and floor ventilation, as well as 
equipment for constant monitoring 
of temperature and chemicals in the 
air.

appear before the Ethics Commission. 
He’s also remained mum about his in- 
volvement (or lack thereof) with Lee. 

Unsurprisingly, he also refused to 
talk to SF Weekly, referring us instead 
to his spokesman, Nathan Ballard. 

Ballard, a former press secretary for 
Mayor Gavin Newsom and now a flack 
for the Super Bowl 50 Host Commit- 
tee, calls the ethics inquiry into Farrell 
“frivolous” and insists Lee was a “rogue 
consultant” acting without the supervi- 
sor’s knowledge. 

But could a rogue consultant 
persuade donors to cut six-figure 
checks? That’s unlikely, argues Ethics 
Commissioner Peter Keane, who told 
SF Weekly that Lee is “a minor charac- 
ter, some minimum-wage figure, who 
can't just call up people and get that 
kind of money.” 

Common Sense Voters formed a 
month before Election Day in 2010, 
when, according to Keane, Reilly was 
“way ahead” in the polls. Using mon- 
ey from the IE committee, Farrell's 
underdog campaign produced “hit 
pieces” against his opponent — all 
under Farrell’s watch, Keane believes. 

Of course, there’s no paper trail 
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with some guidance from faculty, but 
the project cost — including a nec- 
essary overhaul of the elevators — 
has ground renovation to a halt. 
(When a new body arrives, it 
must must be stood up to use the 
elevator. The existing non-ADA 
compliant elevators 


connecting Farrell to Lee’s work with 
Common Sense Voters, but that 
doesn’t matter. All the Ethics Com- 
mission requires is “strong circum- 
stantial evidence” that Farrell prob- 
ably knew what his consultant was 
up to. “We don’t need a videotaped 
confession, “Keane says. 

Nor do they need to follow the FP- 
PC’s ruling that Farrell is innocent. 

Larry Bush, a longtime City Hall 
observer and aide for former Mayor 
Art Agnos, notes Farrell’s case may 
fall outside the FPPC’s jurisdiction. 
Prohibiting campaign contributions 
of more than $500 is a San Francisco 
law, which means a municipal agency, 
such as the Ethics Commission, has 
more authority in this case than the 
state-level FPPC. 

Then there’s the matter of a 
statute of limitations. Since action 
against Farrell wasn’t considered un- 
til 2014, prominent campaign lawyer 
Jim Sutton, the supervisor’s attor- 
ney, argues the Ethics Commission 
waited too long to investigate alleged 
wrongdoing from 2010. Keane says 
that argument is bogus, and that 
Farrell has a “continuing obligation”

cannot fit a gurney.) 

For Biology Laboratory Manager 
Nicola Burrows, the cadaver lab is 
only one of the problems at Science 
Hall.

to report irregularities in his cam- 
paign. 

Farrell appeared in person before 
the FCCP to defend his innocence, 
and Sutton has cooperated with lo- 
cal inquiries, says Ballard. Once the 
FCCP exonerated him, Farrell appar- 
ently considered the matter closed. 

When pressed to explain why the 
self-proclaimed innocent supervisor 
has declined to appear before the 
city’s Ethics Commission, Ballard 
says there’s “no reason for Farrell to 
waste his time.” 

Keane and Bush suggest Farrell’s 
power as head of the Budget and Fi- 
nance Committee insulates him from 
accountability, and the time has come 
for him to talk — or pay up. The 
Commission has asked the City Trea- 
surer to pursue the claim, although 
Ballard vows Farrell and his attorney 
are prepared to fight the judgement 
all the way to the Supreme Court, if 
necessary. 

Keane is unimpressed. “We have 
an open invitation to Farrell. All he 
has to do is call, and we'll calendar it. 
Or he can just write the city a check.”

Goal Line Sneak 


Homeless encampments are bigger than ever, and rumors of forced relocation and sweeps abound. The city claims the NFL is looking to San 
Francisco as amodel Super Bowl host.

Imagine you’re having a party. 
Your friends are there, and your co-work- 
ers, and your boss. You're all chummy, 
but there’s tension in the air — you're ea- 
ger to impress, after all. When the door- 
bell rings, you realize you've left out your 
dog-eared copy of Fifty Shades of Grey. You 
fling it under the couch, but when you 
open the door, your dog retrieves the 
flung projectile and drops the softcore 
smut at your guests’ feet. 

This is what happens when you scur- 
ry to hide your worst faults: You end up 
magnifying them. 

San Francisco’s most constant em- 
barrassment, it seems, is its homeless: 
the 2,100 children in public schools, 
some of the 6,600-plus wandering the 
city (those are who meet the federal 
definition of homeless; there are thou- 
sands uncounted crashing on couches 
or other temporary digs). 

This population has mostly stayed 
level since 2005; the lack of progress 
despite heavy spending means the 
homeless in Mayor Ed Lee’s capital 
city of innovation are living symbols of 
failed policy. 

And the guests are coming: a mil- 
lion-plus tourists, a few dozen more 
billionaires, and international media all 
converging for the Super Bowl, the big- 
gest event in sports and television. Lee 
caught hell this summer for saying the 
homeless would have to “leave” during 
the festivities. They didn’t, and now 
they’re in the spotlight instead. 

Or maybe they did leave. Look close- 
ly and you'll notice a dearth of tents in 
the “touristy” areas. Fisherman’s Wharf 
is clear, as is Union Square, where the 
NFL will set up temporary headquarters 
at the “Super Bowl 50” banner-draped 
Hilton. The Super Bowl City near the 
Ferry Building is free of the metallic 
rattle of overburdened shopping carts. 
This isn’t evidence of a timely expan- 
sion of shelter space, or a coincidental 
migratory pattern, but it does suggest a 
funneling of the homeless into certain 
“approved” areas of the city. 

This has never been stated city poli- 
cy. The official stance from Sam Dodge, 
the mayor’s homeless czar, is “there's 
not a concerted effort by the city” to 
herd people out of the tourist zones, 
and that he’s only heard such charges 
from “reporters and activists.” 

“Our staff has not been given 
instructions,’ says Rachel Gordon, a 
spokeswoman for the city’s Depart- 
ment of Public Works. “When it’s rainy 
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Tent City 


weather, people go under the freeway 
because it’s a little bit of shelter.” 

But the word on the streets is that 
under Lee, the city has been blitzing its 
street people. 


“Four months ago, there was 
rumor they were going to start cracking 
down because of the Super Bowl, and 
they started,” said Cheryl, two weeks shy 
of her 50th birthday, who’s lived in tents 
for the past six months. When I met her, 
Cheryl's tent was a block from the US- 
101 overpass on 13th Street. “Thad a 
tent down [at Embarcadero] and they 
made me move three times in one night. 
In the rain.” 

The funneling-through-bullying 
works like so, according to those who’ve 
experienced it: At 3:30, maybe 4a.m., 
trucks from Public Works pull up, with 
an SFPD escort. They wake up anyone 
who’s pitched a tent, give them a few 
minutes — the time allotment decreas- 
es as kickoff nears — and when time’s 
up, snatch their belongings and drive 
off. 

“It’s been going on forever,’ said 
“Tiny” Gray-Garcia, co-editor of Poor 
magazine, which tracks S.F’s “sweeps” 
of homeless encampments. She es- 
timates Public Works/SFPD seized 
$109,000 worth of homeless people’s 
property in 2015, with only 6 percent of 
people retrieving their belongings. “But 
in the last week, it’s gotten intense.” 

“Whatever you can’t pack, you lose,”

said Shaun, a Hispanic man in his late 
20s. “I’ve lost everything twice in the 
past two weeks, so I’m starting over 
from scratch.” But the stick of seizures 
comes with a carrot. “They said move to 
Folsom, and after the Super Bowl, we 
can move back,” he said. Which is how 
the city has ended up with encamp- 
ments bursting at the seams. 

The largest — San Francisco’s Tent 
City, U.S.A. — is a four-block stretch 
on 13th and Division streets between 
Folsom and Bryant, where at least 150 
tents are pitched. 

“Normally, it’s three or four per 
block,” said Shannon, a 38-year-old 
transient trying to find a spot with 
three dogs in tow. “Now, you can barely 
go three feet and there’s another tent.” 

And when this many are packed this 
tightly, tensions flare. 


The constant hum of traffic 
gives the underpass less the calming 
force of an ocean swell and more the 
slap-in-the-face feel of a wind tunnel. 

One woman said she was recently 
sexually assaulted by someone new to 
the area. Another couple wondered how 
to remain sober with the sudden influx 
of drug users. 

Most troubling, a Tent City citizen 
turned up dead in December. Allison 
Sparrow, a 33-year-old artist, was mur- 
dered in her tent on 16th and Harrison 
Streets. Friends and family say it may 
have been a drive-by shooting; the case 
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remains unsolved. 

“She was very soft spoken, didn’t 
bother nobody,” said Hoyt Walker, an 
old street pro who uploads first-person 
videos of the Tent City onto his You- 
Tube channel, TheHoytShow. “She did 
what she did, kept it to herself, but she’s 
dead for no reason.” 

Besides homeless in-fighting, there’s 
also a rising animosity between worka- 
day citizens and tenters. While there, I 
witnessed a lengthy dispute between a 
tenter named Uncle Pete and a property 
manager whose driveway was blocked 
by tents. The manager asked for tents to 
be set up past a certain pillar, the “deal” 
that’s worked in the past. Now, there’s 
no room past the pillar. “I’m stuck be- 
tween a rock and a hard place,” Uncle 
Pete told me. “He is, too.” 

The manager, who didn’t provide 
his name, is at wit’s end (and allegedly 
threw tents into traffic the day before). 
“They throw needles and trash into our 
yard,” the manager told me. “They take 
shits on the sidewalk.” He proposed 
that tenters “enter the system,” before 
name-checking Supervisor “Scott Wie- 
ner’s plan” as a solution. 

Let’s look at that plan. 


In a Jan. 19 letter to six city 
agencies, Wiener urged the city to figure 
out how to transition homeless into shel- 
ters — but he also asked the police to 
start “enforcing” the city’s ban on tents. 
The letter concluded with questions 


about how many tents should be al- 
lowed, who’s in them, what’s the plan, 
etc. A day later, Wiener introduced a 
ballot measure to simplify the construc- 
tion of affordable housing, mirroring an 
ordinance stuck in limbo. (Wiener’s goal 
with the repetition is a “backstop” if the 
board fails to pass the current one.) 

Neither Wiener nor his office re- 
sponded to requests for comment from 
SF Weekly. You can admire the grand- 
standing, but a plan it is not. 

“He has not offered a viable solu- 
tion,” said Jennifer Friedenbach, 
executive director of the Coalition on 
Homelessness. “Not, ‘We have this site 
identified.’ Not, ‘Let’s make an emer- 
gency supplemental to fund this.’ It’s 
his Donald Trump moment to get his 
name in the media.” 

There’s also a misconception that 
there are shelter beds available, which 
bolsters the argument that tent-dwell- 
ers choose to live on the street. City of- 
ficials claim between 30 and 90 vacant 
beds each night, but this contradicts the 
895 names on the online Shelter Reser- 
vation Waitlist. 

“They hold vacancies to make sure 
people suffering from abuse get access, 
or for people that need them because 
[they’re in town] for one night,” Frie- 
denbach said. “This counts as vacant 
even though you cannot have another 
person sleep there. The reality is, they’re 
turning away people on a daily basis.” 

As kickoff nears, the city has two 
options: It can hold its breath and hope. 
Or — if other rumors among the ten- 
ters come true — the city can forcibly 
sweep up the homeless and bus them 
to a massive shelter at Pier 80, set up 
for El Nifio storm relief, but a handy 
way to get them out of the national 
spotlight. Like most acts of desperation, 
this move may have the opposite effect. 
“Now, we're going to make ourselves 
seen, Walker says. “There are people 
that want to go to Santa Clara and set 
up tents. To let people know there are 
homeless.” 

Dodge says Pier 80 isn’t open yet, 
although that could change by week’s 
end. As if to assuage anger over forced 
relocation, he notes that the NFL is 
looking to San Francisco as a model for 
hosting Super Bowls elsewhere. 

“We didn’t give citations to any 
homeless, or seize belongings, or do 
forceful removals,” he says. “It’s just an 
expression of our interest in trying to 
make sure we're taking care of people. 
And having a party.”

Obama's Unfinished Marijuana Business 


Barack Obama was elected pre- 
sident on the promise of change. Back in 
2008, there was plenty to improve upon: a 
wrecked economy, two foreign wars, a fa- 
tal addiction to imported fossil fuels. 

Eight years later, income inequality 
is rampant, American soldiers are still 
in Iraq and Afghanistan (and now Syria, 
too), and men vying to succeed Obama 
deny the science of carbon emissions on 
national television. 

Instead, one of the biggest and most 
remarkable changes in America has 
been on a “fringe” issue Obama’s White 
House has taken pains to block. 

When he leaves office in less than a 
year, Obama will hand over a country 
that’s unrecognizable on drug policy. 

In 2008, only 12 states allowed 
citizens access to medical marijuana 
— an idea still scoffed at in concept by 
politicians and law enforcement even in 
California, where medical cannabis had 
been legal for almost 12 years before 
that. Just because cannabis was “legal” 
didn’t mean you could safely find any, 
or grow your own without having your 
door kicked in. And legal cannabis for 
adults? A fantasy. 

Now, eight years later, 40 states 
allow medical marijuana in some form, 
accessible by more than 200 million 


FOR 
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Americans. Adults 21-and-over in four 
states can buy, grow, and sell cannabis 
legally in four states, and another hand- 
ful - including California, the biggest 
prize of them all — could pass legal- 
ization measures this fall. The Obama 
Administration has also pushed for 
reforms of blatantly racist sentencing 
guidelines for crack cocaine offenses, 
and the president himself visited a 
prison — the first leader of the world’s 
most incarcerated state to go behind 
bars — to illustrate the damages caused 
by the country’s war on drugs. 

Obama’s own record on weed is 
mixed. Yes, he said on the campaign 
trail that state law would be respected. 
Yes, his U.S. attorneys cracked down on 
California’s medical cannabis industry 
hard. But he’s also left Colorado and 
Washington alone after they 
legalized. 

“The change in public 
attitude has just been a sea 
change,” said U.S. Rep. Earl 
Blumenauer (D-Oregon), one 
of the key members of Con- 
gress’s cannabis reform cabal. 
“Before, it was a punchline... 
now, in the last four years, 
it’s really come to a head.” 

On marijuana, Obama re- 
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peatedly said that the states must lead, 
and Washington will follow. The states 
have kept up their end of the bargain. 
But now, in his lame duck year, with 
nothing to lose, Obama is done. Chuck 
Rosenberg, his appointee to head the 
DEA, called medical marijuana a “joke” 
this past fall. And the president does 
not plan to take any executive action on 
cannabis in 2016, press secretary John 
Earnest told reporters on Friday. That 
was after Rep. Steve Cohen (D-Tennes- 
see) said that Obama informed him 
and other lawmakers that rescheduling 
— removing marijuana from the Con- 
trolled Substances Act’s list of the most 
dangerous and least useful drugs — 
would have to come from Congress. 
More than anything else, reschedul- 
ing — would be the next greatest victo- 
ry in the war against the war on drugs. 
(Remember: Both cocaine and meth- 
amphetamine are listed as less harmful 
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than weed.) But if Obama won’t do 
it, it’s up to a Republican-controlled 
Congress, led by stone-faced workout 
fanatic Paul Ryan. 

That’s not such bad news. This Con- 
gress has already done more to change 
marijuana policy than any other since 
the original passage of prohibition. 

It put a stop to the federal Justice 
Department’s war on state-legal weed. A 
bipartisan budget amendment, authored 
by California Reps. Dana Rohrabacher 
(R-Huntington Beach) and Sam Farr 
(D-Carmel) that removed funding for 
DOJ actions on cannabis in states where 
it is legal is indeed valid and binding, as 
U.S. District Court Judge Charles Breyer 
ruled this past fall. And it was co-spon- 
sored by a Republican. 

There are 54 marijuana-related bills 
or amendments in Congress this ses- 
sion, according to a search on Congress. 
gov — the most-ever. Most were 

sentenced to the oblivion of 
committees where they will 
never be called for a hearing, 
and thus be stuck in limbo for- 
ever. That’s where the CARERS 
Act, a Senate bill that would 
move marijuana to Schedule II, 
currently sits. 

But maybe not forever. The 
momentum behind common 
sense, science, and reason is 
here. 
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“T don’t think rescheduling is some- 
thing that I would characterize as dras- 
tic,” Blumenauer says. 

“If we were scheduling today, mar- 
ijuana would not be Schedule I — or 
Schedule II. In fact, it may not be sched- 
uled at all.” 

“If we were scheduling from scratch 
and doing so based on scientific evi- 
dence, tobacco would be Schedule I,” he 
adds. “It’s an addictive killer.” 

If Obama won't finish the job, his 
successor will. Bernie Sanders has in- 
troduced a legalization initiative in the 
Senate, and Blumenauer says he’s had 
several “very productive” conversations 
on the issue with Hillary Clinton. Even 
a President Donald Trump might not be 
able to scoff at an industry worth $15 
billion or more in California alone. 

Because, unlike in 2008, the drug 
war and an American cannabis industry 
are no longer fringe or farce issues. 

Thanks, Obama.

These hoodies were 
pricier — around $100 and up — but sold just as quickly. 
Hovering over everything — the line, the storefront’s 
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backyard, and the golden RV, em- 
bossed with the name “the Twerku- 
lator” — was a heavy cloud of an 
unmistakably pungent strain of 
cannabis. 

Cookies had arrived. 

The hubbub over the grand open- 
ing of Cookies’ clothing boutique 
lasted for three days, well into 
Bay to Breakers Sunday, when an 
even-larger crowd of even buzzier 
young people strolled through to see 
what could possibly compete for at- 
tention with San Francisco’s greatest 
outdoor drinkathon. (The golden RV, 
for one, with young women inside 
volunteering to twerk on camera; 
the collection of people handing 
out free joints outside the store, for 
another.) On a weekend when many 
Haight Street merchants would 
prefer to roll down the gate rather 
than deal with the mess and noise, 
Cookies was doing banner business, 
ringing up tabs into the hundreds of 
dollars well into the afternoon. 

At the center of it all was a 
heavyset young man with light skin, 
a close-cropped head, a perennial 
five-o’clock shadow, and a tattoo 
on the pinky-side of his left palm 
that matched the “Cookies” banner 
hanging over the store. In between 
posing for photos and slapping 
skin with the parade of well-known 
well-wishers coming through, Gil- 
bert Milam Jr. was clearly in charge. 

The Fillmore District native and 
Galileo High dropout — better 
known to his hundreds of thousands 
of Instagram followers as “Berner” 
— was five months away from turn- 
ing 32. And this — the crowd, the 
store, and that telltale heavy mari- 
juana stink, different somehow from 
the clouds of smoke hanging over 
every street corner in San Francisco 
— was all his doing. 

“Three fuckin’ full days. I don’t 
know why we went with three days. I 
honestly did not think it would pop 
off for three days... but all three days 
was crackin’,” Berner said later, on a 
video posted to his YouTube chan- 
nel. “We really shut the city down, 
man. The whole city came out.” 


The opening of the Cookies 
store caused a scene — and to this 
day, it causes some confusion. No, 
there is no medical cannabis for sale 
here; the official Cookies dispensary is 
on the other side of town, on Mission 
Street south of Geneva Avenue near 
Daly City. But thinking so is an honest 
mistake, as everything Berner does — 
his store; his career as a rapper, going 
on tour and cutting tracks with Snoop 
Dogg, Cam'ron, Chris Brown, B-Real, 
and Wiz Khalifa; his line of weed- 
themed, hempseed-infused flavored 
waters, Hemp2o, also for sale at the 
store — involves weed in some way. 
Specifically, it involves Cookies, 
which in the span of five years has 
become the best-known name in the 
marijuana game — thanks largely 
to Berner putting it directly into 
Khalifa’s hands — and other strains

grown by the San Francisco-bred 
cultivation crew now internationally 
famous as the “Cookies Fam.” 

Weed was how Berner graduat- 
ed from working as a bartender at 
Jelly’s on Mission Rock and a bud- 
tender at the old Hemp Center on 
Geary Boulevard in the Richmond 
to his current status as multidisci- 
plinary businessman. Weed was how 
Berner appeared as a special guest 
on Snoop Dogg’s YouTube interview 
series, in a seat occupied on other 
episodes by mainstream celebrities 
like Seth Rogen, PSY, and Jimmy 
Kimmel (though the episode with 
Berner has more views than Kim- 
mel’s). 

Weed helped Berner turn a couple 
of ideas into a growing business em- 
pire that he claims cleared $12 mil- 
lion in 2015. Weed definitely helps 
when Cookies sells out 100 
$100 sweatshirts, advertised 
on Instagram, in minutes 
— and without weed, 
it’s hard to imagine 
Berner producing a 
show on 4/20 at the 
Bill Graham Civic 
Auditorium featur- 
ing himself and 
Cypress Hill (for 
which he’s on the 
hook to sell 8,500 
tickets). 

But since Bern- 
er’s business does 
not deal in mari- 
juana per se, it can 
be on the books. It 
can use banks, make 
deals, and attract legit- 
imate investment — all 
things that even the big- 
gest names in an American 
marijuana industry transform- 
ing from underground criminal 
hustle to an entrepreneur’s game 
attracting eight-figure investments 
cannot do. 

Activism is definitely not Bern- 
er’s thing. You won’t find him stand- 
ing at a Mario Woods rally next to 
Equipto, one of the first rappers 
with whom Berner cut a track. (You 
also won't find Berner teaching pre- 
school, which is what Equipto, a.k.a. 
Ilyich Sato, does for a living.) On hot 
topics like legalization or regulation 
of cannabis in California, Berner is 
strictly agnostic. 

“I don’t really get involved in all 
that,” he says, before tacking on an 
honest postscript: “I’m just here to 
make money, really.” 

And he is. Kids in London, Can- 
ada, and Pennsylvania rock Cookies 
clothing. There are Cookies-branded 
rolling trays, grinders, and other 
accessories in smokeshops all over 
the country. Hemp2o, on its way to- 
wards following 50 Cent’s blueprint 
to riches with the Vitamin Water, is 
in 1,000 stores around the country. 

“In terms of entrepreneurship, 
it’s him and E-40,” says Matt Wer- 
ner, founder of Bay Area hip-hop 
website thizzlerontheroof.com, 


name-checking the Bay Area’s pro- 
lific recording artist, progenitor of 
hyphy, and entrepreneur with his 
own line of wines and, recently re- 
leased, honey-flavored malt liquor 
as a Berner peer. “They’re on a whole 
other level compared to a lot of oth- 
er people.” 

This means Berner, the city 
native who just a few years ago 
manned the bud bar at a rundown 
Richmond district weed club, is now 
at the helm of one of the marijuana 
movement’s first multimillion-dollar 
empires. 

Where does he go from here? 

“Just $200 million,” he says. 
“That’s my goal: Get to $200 million and 
then retire, and take care of my kid.” 












And all thanks to weed — weed, 
social media, and hustle. But mostly 
weed. 


Every person in business, from 
the mogul CEO on down to the neo- 
phyte fresh from a seminar at the mo- 
tel near the airport, will tell you how 
important brands are. For an industry 
that could be worth as much as $15 
billion in California alone — more 
than almonds and more than wine — 
the cannabis industry is almost en- 
tirely brand-less. 

That’s because marijuana is still 
illegal — at the federal level, at 
least. And you can’t process a trade- 
mark or a patent with the United 
States Patent and Trademark Office 
for something that’s federally illegal. 

There are a few exceptions. 
Branded edibles, chocolates like 
Bhang and Kiva, are available in al- 
most every dispensary in California. 
Through licensing deals, you can 
find these brands in dispensaries in 
Colorado and Washington as well. 
(Production is done in-state; noth- 
ing crosses state lines.) And big-time 


brands are finally becoming aware 
of the enormous opportunity in 
marijuana. Bob Marley’s estate has 
struck a deal with investors from 
tech financier Peter Thiel’s Privateer 
Holdings, though “Marley Natural” 
has yet to appear in consumers’ 
hands or lungs. Willie Nelson and 
Snoop Dogg are similarly looking to 
branch out beyond mere cannabis 
accessories. 

With one exception, a marijuana 
brand has yet to emerge into the 
mainstream. The reason is that you 
can’t yet trademark a strain of can- 
nabis, still a Schedule I controlled 
substance. 

Which is too bad for the crew 
that came up with “Girl Scout Cook- 
ies,” because it is the most popular 
strain in America — and by exten- 
sion, the world. 

Where there’s marijuana in 
the United States, you will 
find Cookies. “Cookies? 
Got cookies,” is what 
the street hustlers 
whisper as you walk 
by on Market and 

Haight streets. 

In New Orleans 
and in Hawaii, 
in New York 
City and in St. 
Louis, cannabis 
is pushed by this 
name, regardless 
of its true ori- 

gins. 

Bigger than 
Purple, more pow- 
erful than Kush, 
Cookies has become 
the biggest name in 
cannabis over the past 
five years, and it remains 
the best-known strain — 
which is to say, it’s the biggest 
name in the nascent weed game to 
date. Even California purists can’t 
avoid this craze. 

“Half the entries we had this 
year were Cookies,’ an Emerald Cup 
judge told me. 

Girl Scout Cookies first showed 
up on dispensary shelves in the Bay 
Area in 2010 and 2011. A few years 
later, the Girl Scouts of America 
took a decided unliking to this de- 
velopment, and mailed cease-and- 
desist orders to any dispensary of- 
fering “Girl Scout Cookies” and most 
recently contacted a dispensary in 
Seattle that dared to use the GSA’s 
trademark. 

So growers and sellers dropped 
the “Girl Scouts,” and left us with 
“Cookies,” although you can still 
find “GSC” or “Original Thin Mint” 
on weed club menus. 

Cookies’ appeal is twofold. While 
the strain’s origins are in dispute 
— the elusive Cookie Fam claims 
credit, and says its heritage is a 
cross between well-known strain 
O.G. Kush and a freak cut of Durban 
Poison, with unique taste and ef- 
fects, dubbed F1; at least one weed 
expert, scientist Michael Backes, 
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author of the definitive tome Canna- 
bis Pharmacy, believes it’s a purple 
phenotype of another strain, Cham- 
pagne — but the consumer appeal is 
obvious. 

Cookies’ nugs grow big and 
frosty, with shades of purple, the 
Bay Area’s former favorite. The stone 
is a powerful, mind-numbing mel- 
low, perfect for regular smokers for 
whom a weaker strain won't get the 
job done. But more than any of that 
is the smell. Oh, the smell: thick, 
musty, slightly sweet. Whether it 
truly tastes reminiscent of Thin 
Mints is subjective. What’s undeni- 
able is what you're holding. 

“From the moment you open up 
the bag, the whole room fills up,” 
says Luke Coleman, who manages 
the Cookies dispensary in the Ex- 
celsior District. “Everybody knows 
what you have.” 

It fills a room, it impresses your 
friends, it knocks you — and them 
— on your ass. It’s weed tailor-made 
for the modern urban consumer who 
wants something potent, high-end, 
and unmistakably top shelf — in ev- 
ery way the Courvoisier or Hennessy

of cannabis. 

But the name also hits just right, 
too. Other famous strains have 
always had a fatal flaw. Granddad- 
dy Purple is too long, O.G. (which 
stands for “original gangster”) Kush 
sounds too illegal, Trainwreck and 
Green Crack all send the wrong mes- 
sage. But Cookies is friendly, easy to 
digest. It’s simple. “Everybody loves 
cookies,” as Berner says. 

Berner also found a way around 
the feds’ ban on trademarking a 
weed strain. As dispensaries in 
San Francisco found out, you can’t 
trademark a weed brand — there’s 
a second dispensary, also calling 
itself Cookies, a few miles up Mis- 
sion Street from the Berner/Cookie 
Fam-licensed spot (the latter of 
which happens to be a major SF 
Weekly advertiser) but you can trade- 
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mark a weed clothing brand. And 
once that brand is trademarked, you 
can hang a trademarked sign outside 
your cannabis dispensary — and you 
can sue anyone trying to profit off 
of your name and your hard work. 
This, so far, is the lone (legal) avenue 
cannabis businesspeople have to 
protect their products from pretend- 
ers and fakers — and this is exactly 
what Berner did in 2013, registering 
“Cookies SF” as a trademarked mak- 
er of sweatshirts and T-shirts. 

The story of how the brand 
initially began is as simple 
as it is brilliant. Ona 
road trip to Los An- 
geles, running short 
on clothes, Berner 
and his manager, Will 
Bronson, went shop- 
ping but could not find 
anything that fit his 
XXXL-plus frame. 

“He wanted urban 
clothes in his size and couldn't 
find any,’ Bronson says. “Within a 
week, he had designs. A week after 
that, he was printing shirts.” 

But a trademark doesn’t mean 
much if what you're selling is wack. 
Cookies has the kind of unimpeach- 
able value that corporate suits crave: 
the kids think it’s cool. 

“It’s the same reason NWA was 
popular with white, middle-class 
America,” says Jim McAlpine, a 
cannabis entrepreneur himself who 
founded the “420 Games” athletic 
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competitions. “Mainstream white 
America wants to emulate the street 
kids. It’s the same reason why Cook- 
ies caught on. It has a cool street 
culture to it.” 

From the start, Berner has been 
Cookies’ biggest ambassador. And it 
makes perfect sense that he would 
make a weed strain popular. Weed 
strains were how he made himself 
popular. 


Born at the former Children’s 
Hospital on California Street, 
Berner had a mostly stable 
working-class life with his 
parents. His later mother 
worked in offices, and 
his father was a worka- 
holic cook and chef at a 
Mexican restaurant on 
Fillmore Street near Cal- 
ifornia. 
Along with his younger 
brother, the Milams lived 
in homes in the hills above the 
Haight-Ashbury and in Daly City 
before the family moved to Arizona 
when Berner was 13. The plan was 
for his father, Gilbert Sr., to open a 
restaurant there; that fell through 
when Berner’s mother caught his 
father cheating and the couple split 
up. 
Arizona was where Berner grew 
a thick skin. “I was the Mexican 
kid with slicked-back hair. I always 
had to defend myself. It was, ‘Oh, 
you re from San Francisco? You're a 





faggot,’ he says now, in a rapid-fire 
patter light-years quicker than his 
lazy rapping flow. “I was like, ‘I dare 
you to go to Hunter’s Point. I'll give 
you $1,000 to ride the 14 bus down 
Mission wearing blue. Let me know 
how that goes for you.” 

It was also in Arizona, with his 
mother working two jobs, where 
Berner first tasted weed — pure 
Mexican-grown brick. “It was bam- 
mer weed,” he says. “Some of my 
homies in Arizona, their families 
were selling hella brick weed. We’d 
go into their older brothers’ rooms 
and strip squares off the bale. Pic- 
ture a big-ass fuckin block of bud — 
we'd rip a corner off of it and then 
put it in a room with a shower to get 
it to fall apart, it was so dry.” 

“We first started chewing it — it 
didn’t taste so good, and we didn’t 
get high with it. So we wrapped it up 
in a Walgreens receipt and smoked 
that shit.” 

The first time he got high, how- 
ever, was back in San Francisco at 
a friend’s house. “I was telling him 
about these bricks, and he was say- 
ing how he had weed that would sell 
for $4,800 a pound. I said, “You’re 
kidding me, dude. There’s no way.’ 
So he pulled out some weed — it 
was kind bud, I had never seen that 
before. We smoked a joint. I hit that 
shit twice and I was done.” 

“That’s when it clicked for me — 
there was a huge difference between 
California and Arizona.” 


Weed led to his first “honest” 
hustle: lying about his age to get a 
job at a pizza joint at 13. (He says he 
was named employee of the month, 
just before being fired after his supe- 
riors figured out how young he was.) 

His teenage years followed a rou- 
tine. Bored stiff in Arizona, he’d act

up and find a way to get sent back to 
his father’s house in San Francisco; 
trouble there would earn a flight 
back to his mother’s — but there 
was a common thread. 

“Whenever I would go back to Ar- 
izona, I'd go down to HP [Hunter’s 
Point] and buy a bunch of 10 sacks 
— the real Champagne. The real 
Champelly,” he says, name-checking 
one of the 1990s’ best strains. “I 
always wanted to have the best weed

— I'd be the coolest motherfucker 
in the whole world. My first trip 
back from Cali, I showed everyone at 
school this little ass bag of weed.” 

“T was popular as fuck from that 
shit. And the obsession clicked.” 

In San Francisco, Berner, his 
brother, his father, and one of his 
father’s “cutty-ass chef friends” 
squeezed into a studio apartment on 
California Street. (His father, who 
Berner says now lives in the Sunset 
District “and still gets up at 2 a.m. 
every day” to run a catering busi- 
ness, declined an interview request.) 

The apartment had very little. 
When it was dinner time, Gilbert 
Sr. told his sons to call in a chef fa- 
vor. “It was, ‘Dad, ’'m hungry. He’d 
say, ‘Okay, go to Curbside and get a 
burrito. Okay, go to Dino’s and get a 
piece of pizza.” 

There was no phone, so when 
Berner dropped out of Galileo, his 
father had no way of knowing. There 
was no cable, either, only a VCR, and 
they had one tape. So Berner and his 
brother would “watch Goodfellas,” 
Berner says. “We'd watch Goodfellas, 
smoke weed, argue, and fight.” 

Occasionally, they’d get into petty 
crime: selling weed, mostly, though 
Berner remembers a short-lived rip- 
and-run career. One day, the pair 
of them put a knife to the throat of 
a kid attending the Drew School, a 
ritzy private institution on Califor- 
nia near Divisadero.

but he reported it and a teacher 
chased us. So we start running. 
Fuck, dude. It was the longest run 
ever, he says. “We end up getting in 
some building and we open the wal- 
let — and there’s literally $2 in it. It 
was like, ‘Dude, this shit is fucked.” 

Arizona was also where Berner 
discovered rap music. At a continu- 
ation school, another kid asked him 
if he rapped. “He said, “You ever rap? 
You look like a rapper,” Berner says. 
“So he started freestyling in front of 
me and said, ‘You should try it.’” 

That was a gambit for a bigger 
hustle. Before long, the kid came 
over to Berner’s house to sell him an 
off-brand karaoke machine. 

“I remember asking my mom 
to lend me the money,’ he says. “I 
bought the equipment and made a 
song right there. I used to go into 
the garage, where it was 110 de- 
grees, and get my friends to watch 
me freestyle. I just got into it. That 
kid sparked something in me.” 

The karaoke machine was soon 
replaced with an 8-track recorder. 
Getting into music led to a perma- 
nent move back to San Francisco, 
where on his trips back and forth, 

a teenaged Berner would traffic 
records in addition to weed. Deep 
Bay Area cuts like the 18 Wit a Bullet 
mixtape featuring B-Legit, Cougnut, 
Celly-Cel, and San Quinn; records 
from Mac Dre, RBL Posse, Messy 
Marv, The Jacka, and the like. 

It was weed that also led him to 
meet The Jacka. At 18, while work- 
ing as a bartender at Jelly’s at Mis- 
sion Rock, Berner would visit The 
Hemp Center on Balboa Street as a 
customer. Frequent visits — and ties 
with some cultivators — got Berner 
a job there behind the counter. (He 
also got involved with the black mar- 
ket weed trade — and indeed, asa 
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kid bought small sacks of weed from 
Jigga, the elusive cultivator credited 
with originating the Cookies strain. 
This may be why, for a time, he says 
he was routinely stopped by author- 
ities while traveling through LAX, 
although he prefers not to go into 
detail.) 

One day, his rap career not 
quite off the ground but with more 
weed than anybody needed, Berner 
walked into Milk Bar on Haight 
Street and ran into The Jacka. After 
praising the elder rapper’s music, 
Berner handed Jacka a fistful of 
weed — and Jacka was impressed 
enough to give Berner his number. 
In 2008, the pair recorded a record 
together, Drought Season, but the re- 
ception was brutal. On TheSiccness. 
net, somebody posted a custom cut 
of the album, with all of Berner’s 
verses cut out. “Before I ever heard 
of Berner, I heard of people hating 
on him,” Thizzlerontheroof’s Werner 
says. You'd hear, ‘Berner sucks.’ It 
Was crazy, yo. 

Not that Berner cared. He contin- 
ued cutting records while working at 
The Hemp Center, and made connec- 
tions with other established rappers 
in the exact same way. If you need- 
ed weed — if you needed the best 
weed — you knew to call Berner. He 
wasn't exactly private about it, ei- 
ther. During the early days of World- 
starhiphop.com, there was a video 
competition afoot to see who could 
smoke the most. That was hard to 
quantify, so it turned into who had 
the biggest weed stash. Berner, who 
worked in a cannabis club during 
medical marijuana’s early days and 
had every underground connection, 
would win running away. 

This eventually led to the big 
time. In 2010, Berner got a call from 
Mistah F.A.B., another longtime 
established Bay Area rapper. This

cat named Wiz Khalifa was coming 
through town; could Wiz come by 
and get some weed? 

“T said, ‘I don’t really know, dude.’ 
But I googled him, and saw he had 
hella views on YouTube. So I said, 
‘All right, fuck it. Have him come 
through.” ‘The pair hit it off. (Search 
YouTube and you can still see the 
encounter, with a very relaxed-look- 
ing Wiz sitting at the bar of old 
Hemp Center smoking lounge.) 

He was in, but Berner wasn’t 
through. To solidify the relationship, 
he pulled a stunt. To a Wiz show, 
Berner somehow smuggled in a five- 
foot-tall plant of Cherry Pie, one of 
the Cookie Fam’s exclusive high-end 
strains. “We brought it on stage,

and I gave it to [Wiz] as a gift on the 


bus,” he says. “It went from there.” 

Soon, Wiz was rapping about 
Cookies on stage. Within a year, 
Berner convinced both Chris Brown 
and Wiz Khalifa to appear in a music 
video for “Yoko,” his biggest hit to 
date and one that received heavy 
Bay Area airplay. 

The strain blew up, and the Cook- 
ies name spread across the country. 
And soon, so would Berner — who 
was sure to wear Cookies clothing in 
the music video. 


On a rainy and raw Sunday 
morning in December, the man be- 
hind the biggest brand in marijuana is 
seated on a folding chair in a horse 
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stall in Santa Rosa. Berner was one of 
the first people to arrive here to the 
Sonoma County Fairgrounds for the 
second day of the Emerald Cup, 
Northern California’s biggest and 
most prestigious cannabis competi- 
tion, he and his crew driving up from 
the Bay Area in a steady rain. 

Up at dawn, it was Berner who 
got things moving. He called his 
entourage, which consisted of four 
people: his producer, friend, and 
touring partner, Stinje (pronounced 
“Stingy”); another longtime friend, 
Eric; and his lone nod to his current 
high-profile hip-hop lifestyle, a sol- 
itary bodyguard. This is where the 
Berner show is in full effect. Weed

with an armload of your gear (while 
you head home, hopefully, with 
hoodie and jeans pockets stuffed 
with cash). 

By appearances, you'd judge the 
Cookies booth a sad affair. There’s 
no P.A., no dab lounge with couches 
to crash on, no crazy signage like the 
two booths next door. But things 
are bumping. “It’s good you came 
through today,’ Berner says, after |

ductions. Yesterday, I hear, the mob 
at the booth to buy a $30 Cookies 
T-shirt — a riff on the Wells Fargo 
logo, with money sacks and weed 
leaves on the signature stagecoach 
— or the official Emerald Cup event 
T-shirt, an official Cookies part- 
nership, was a constant five people 
deep. 

Other booths would love to have 
Cookies’ light day. Over the next 
two hours, I try to carry on a con- 
versation that’s interrupted every 
few minutes by a parade of fans, 
well-wishers, and customers. Bern- 
er greets anyone who wants to say 
hello, he poses for selfies — and he 
accepts their gifts of weed. 

And the weed. So much weed. 
Good lord, everybody brings him 
weed, in jars, baggies, and boxes. 
He stuffs it all into a backpack 
(Cookies-branded, of course) already 
bursting at the seams with flower, 
hash, and a small wooden container 
of psilocybin mushrooms, gifted 
by a nymph-like woman in a broad- 
brimmed hat who'd be at home at 
Burning Man. While my eyes are 
turned, Berner slaps a picture of the 
mushrooms on Instagram. Within 
minutes, the post has over 500 likes. 

Social media has also been a huge 
engine — as well as measure — of 
Berner’s success. The rap videos 
on his YouTube channel have mil- 
lions of views. One video has over 
16 million; his Instagram account 
has 482,000 followers. (Instagram, 
which has proven the most effective 
marketing and engagement tool 
for the cannabis industry despite a 
terms-of-service policy that leads to 
routine deletion of weed-related ac- 
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counts, axed him around Christmas 
2014; he was restored after someone 
“in the music industry” intervened. ner swaps social 

He won’t say who.) fia info with a fan at 

To him, the same reason why merald Cup. 
he does well on social media is the 
same reason why his booth is pop- 
ular and his brand has taken off: 
constant engagement with the 
people, who are convinced that 
the person they’re engaging with 
is 100 percent real. “I talk to my 
fans,” he says, while breaking up 
a few buds and rolling a massive 
joint on a Cookies-branded rolling 
tray. (These, he says, he’s licensed 
out, but with a deal that works 
in his favor: 15 percent of sales, 
and then a permanent deal to buy 
the gear at cost. “We buy them 
for three,” he says, “and sell them 
for 20.”) 

He’ll get a few puffs through 
the joint — which he hands to 
me for the first hit — before he’s 
waylaid by someone else wanting 
to say hello. Meanwhile, his crew 
is flying through gear: shirts, 
hoodies, rolling trays, and bottles 
and bottles of the Hemp2o. (Be- 
fore the last one is sold, though, 
Stinje takes pains to hand it to 
me. “You gotta at least try it,” he 
says. Despite the cold and rain, 
I’m too thirsty to argue.) 

Behind the authenticity is a re- 
lentless drive. Fueled by anxiety, 
a hunger for money, the desire to 
retire young, or all of the above, 
it’s the same drive that led him 
to keep recording rhymes and 
approaching rappers, after the 
internet critics on Siccness tried 
to shame him. The hustle has 
everything where it is today: the 
clothes, the store, the branded 
smoking gear, Hemp2o (which, as 
far as I can tell, is his sole source 
of beef; his former partner, who 
says he was verbally promised a 
bigger cut, is suing him); a pair 
of apps, one of which is in nego- 
tiations with Universal for distri- 
bution; stakes in companies like 
pre-roll manufacturer California’s 
Finest, which just dropped its of- 
ficial Jimi Hendrix-licensed “Pur- 
ple Haze” cannabis cigarettes; and 
the music career, which continues 
to gain momentum. 

“Tl’m well aware fashion has 
its time,” he says. “Cookies will 
probably be cool for two or three 
years, and then it’s onto the next 
brand, right?” 

“That’s why I’m always coming 
with new products, new stuff,” 
he says. “I just gotta stay busy — 
that’s my business.” 

It’s dizzying — for him and the 
people around him, too. 

“If you had to kick it with me 
for a whole day,” he tells me later, 
in between fielding calls on one 
of two identical iPhone 6s he has 
on him, “you'd probably shoot

On a sunny Tuesday morning 
last week, a black Mercedes S-Class 
sedan glides up to the Haight Street 
curb. Berner pops out of the passen- 
ger door and heads straight for the 
opening trunk, where he grabs a fist- 
ful of something before heading into 
the door of the Cookies store — 
where the manager, who opened a few 
minutes early, is yet another person 
Berner’s known for more than a de- 
cade. “He used to come by our apart- 
ment” in the Lower Haight, the 
manager, Emily, says, “to buy weed.” 
(Of course.) 

This is the first meet we've 
been able to schedule since the 
Emerald Cup, after Berner’s trips 
to Vegas, Colorado, and Arizona. 
(A weekend meet is out of the 
question; that was his four-day 
stretch with his daughter, who’s 
turning 8). And we only have time 
for a quick pit stop before Berner 
and Stinje, who’s at the wheel, 
head to L.A. for another few days 
— recording sessions, business 
meetings, and a weekend at the 
High Times Cannabis Cup in San 
Bernardino. Berner has about 
half an hour before a video crew 
shows up to record an interview 
about The Jacka, whose shooting 
death in Oakland was a year ago 
Feb. 2. 

“Wassup, he says, drawing the 
fist to his nose and inhaling deep- 
ly. He opens his hand: another 
handful of beautiful, exotic-look- 
ing nugs. “Gelato #41,” he says, 
before offering two of the strang- 
ers on hand at the store a free 
Hemp2o from the fully stocked 
refrigerated case. “Please,” he 
says, a salesman’s twinkle in his 
eye, ‘I'd appreciate your honest 
opinion.” 

A few days before, Berner’s big- 
gest move yet was announced: the 
show at the Graham with Cypress 
Hill. He’s recorded with B-Real 
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before and opened for Cypress 
Hill at the Regency Ballroom — 
“for free,” he notes — but this is 
the big one. He’s producing the 
show, which means he has to sell 
8,500 seats.While breaking up the 
nug to roll another fattie — the 
first one ever smoked inside the 
store, he swears — he admits he’s 
stressing about it. 

It’s a big step up from the 
small clubs he was playing just a 
few years ago, which were them- 
selves light-years away from buy- 
ing dime sacks from the crew he’s 
now jetting to Vegas with. 

And one second after saying 
he’s worried about selling tickets, 
he’s selling them. 

“You gotta really understand, 
bro,” he says. “I don’t even really 
realize what it is until we doa 
show. It’s like a movement.”

Biologically, Superman is an 
alien from the planet Krypton. Raised 
from infancy as all-American farm boy 
turned mild-mannered reporter, Clark 
Kent, he grew up in Smallville with Jona- 
than and Martha Kent as his parents. (So 
when he speaks to himself at night, does 
he call himself Clark, or Kal-El?) 

Batman, however is human. He 
was Bruce Wayne from birth, but that 
identity disappeared when he decided 
to become the Dark Knight on a nev- 
er-ending vigilante quest for revenge — 
and yet his butler Alfred will forever call 
him “Master Wayne.” 

Like superheroes, sex workers also 
live with the duality of the alter ego, 
compartmentalizing their superhuman 
abilities from their civilian lives. 

In 1989, legendary porn performer 
and performance artist Annie Sprinkle 
stood onstage at the Harmony 
Theater in New York City 
in a flannel nightgown 
and told her audi- 
ence, ‘I was born 
Ellen Steinberg. 
But I didn’t like 
being Ellen 
Steinberg very 
much, so I sim- 
ply invented 
Annie Sprinkle 
... Ellen was 
scared of boys 
and absolutely 
terrified of sex, but 
Annie was fearless.” 

This month, the art- 
ist formerly known as the 
shy-but-quirky, churchgoing angel 
Tina Butcher will follow in Sprinkle’s 
footsteps, standing in front of an audi- 
ence inside a San Francisco dungeon to 
speak about the discovery and creation 
of her own superhero identity, Madison 
Young, in her one-woman show, Reveal 
All, Fear Nothing. 

The piece is a modern adaptation of 
Sprinkle’s wildly successful Post Porn 
Modernist, which she officially retired 
in 2004. Now, more than a decade later, 
Young is reviving it, infusing her own 
experiences into the story. 

I remember learning about “Public 
Cervix Announcement” — a section in 
Post Porn Modernist where Annie reclines 
on a chair and invites the audience to 
look at her cervix through a speculum 
— in college, and not being able to 
shake it from my mind. Harnessed as a 
tool to de-stigmatize sex work, Young’s 
wholesome, girl-next-door attitude 
(paired with a commitment to sex-pos- 
itivity) has served as a guiding light for 
the next generation of sex workers who 
make art — including Young, who en- 
tered the porn industry in 2002 in order 
to fund her feminist art gallery, Femina 
Potens. 
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Young shot extensively inside the 
San Francisco Armory during her career, 
which is why she chose the iconic Moor- 
ish castle as the venue for her premiere, 
creating a pop-up theater inside what 
was once the swimming pool. Filled with 
cement long ago, and now known as the 
“Roman Bath,” it is one of the Armory’s 
most authentic dungeon-scapes. 

“This city, and this building, have 
played a huge part in my sexual evolu- 
tion, and it seems only right to premier 
this really intimate work [here],” says 
Young, who later regaled me with a tale 
of one very special shoot from her past 
on the Roman Baths set that included 
anal fisting and a soy milk enema — two 
superhuman spectacles that she will rec- 
reate live onstage, Feb. 12-14. 

Young also discovered Sprinkle’s 
work in college and was struck by it. 
Once Femina Potens was up and run- 
ning, funded by porn money, she start- 
ed to curate Sprinkle’s work. The two 

artists formed a deep 
bond. 

“We just got 
closer and closer 
over the years, 
until it was very 
clear that we were 

family,’ Young 
says. Now, the 
two women are 
collaborating to 
bring new life 
to Sprinkle’s 
legendary show. 
“[It] really made 
room for sex 
workers to start 
telling their own 
= stories,’ Young says of 
the piece. “We matter. Our 
stories matter. Our struggles 
and our triumphs — they matter... 
It's a huge honor and responsibility to 
perform this work.” 

In a world with so many hang-ups 
about sexuality, putting it to use in the 
name of art is a superpower in and of 
itself. 

Whether we create the super heroes 
we become or discover that we've been 
them all along, the journey to finding 
the balance between the two is nothing 
short of heroic. 

As Sprinkle said in Post Porn Mod- 
ernist, “After all these years I’ve come 
to realize ... Ellen Steinberg really must 
be Annie Sprinkle. And the truth is, 
Annie Sprinkle is still very much Ellen 
Steinberg.”

Andrew Nackman’s 4th Man Out isa 
charming and very mid-2010s com- 
ing-out comedy. As he turns 24, upstate 
New York mechanic Adam (Evan Todd) 
decides it’s time to come out as gay to 
lifelong besties Chris (Parker Young), 
Nick (Chord Overstreet), and Ortu (Jon 
Gabus), the kinds of broheims who make 
casually homophobic jokes as a matter of 
course. They soon realize that their 
friend not being into girls doesn’t mean 
they can’t still be flatulent, manspread- 
ing slobs together — although Adam’s 
coming out to his parents and the con- 
servative townsfolk is another matter al- 
together. 4th Man Out mostly works as a 
hangout comedy, though it does explore 
the hypocritical anger that straight/cis 
people often express toward queer peo- 
ple about not having come out sooner, all 
the while continuing to dismantle the 
stereotype of the gay man as a mincing 
or effeminate caricature. There’s abso- 
lutely nothing wrong with being mincing 
or effeminate, and they do appear during 
Adam’s tentative dating adventures, but 
rise of the dude-bro homosexual in the 
media — see also Adam Pally’s character 
in the sadly canceled sitcom Happy End- 
ings — may prove to be an important 
step in eliminating homophobia. Of 
course, phasing out dudebros entirely 
would also be ideal, but one thing at a 
time, and 4th Man Out is doing its part.

The Finest Hours 
Rated PG-13. Opens Friday at the 
AMC Van Ness 14. 
Craig Gillespie’s popcorn-muncher The 
Finest Hours is what you'd expect from 
a Disney film about a perilous rescue at 
sea. It’s based on the real-life 1952 
Coast Guard rescue of the USS Pendle- 
ton off the coast of Massachusetts. 
Bernie (Chris Pine) is a recently en- 
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gaged Guardsman who leads a suicide 
mission into a gnarly storm to rescue 
the crew, who are being kept alive by 
the outside-the-box thinking of engi- 
neer Ray (Casey Affleck) as he strug- 
gles to keep the broken-in-two ship 
from sinking. It’s both a classic 
Sweaty Men Doing Sweaty Things 
film and a not-always-convincing 
CGI-fest, but The Finest Hours is 
buoyed by the performances of Pine 
and Affleck as working-class schlubs 
who aren't heroes, just men doing 
their very difficult jobs. Also of note is 
Bernie’s fiancée Miriam (Holliday 
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Grainger), who in the third act proves 
herself to be the smartest person in 
town. The Boston accents are deli- 
ciously thick, and they say the word 
“bar” dozens of times, but the sani- 
tized language becomes distract- 
ing. The Finest Hours is rated PG-13 
for “intense sequences of peril,” and 
even a few contextually accurate 
F-bombs — they’re sailors, for fuck’s 
sake! — would have pushed the film 
into R territory. The Finest 

Hours prides itself on its historical ac- 
curacy, but as usual, the MPAA keeps 
things from being entirely fine. SC

with his Bedouin tribe in a remote part 
of the Ottoman Empire. When his older 
brother has to escort a British officer 
across the desert, Theeb tags along for 
the adventure.

Rust Never Sleeps: Filmed in San Francisco 
in October 1978, Rust Never Sleeps is a 
searingly triumphant set by one of the

(founding member Danny Whitten died in 
1972 and the band disintegrated, only to 
be reorganized and reenergized with their 
unfuckwithable 1975 “Zuma” LP).

Veveie Tales

When I heard the Haight was 
getting a Singaporean vegan fast-food 
restaurant, I knew who [had to call. I 
have a friend who’s a militant animal 
rights activist and anti-capitalist sex 
worker who posts stories about baby go- 
rillas dismantling poachers’ traps and 
who won't eat “anything that casts a 
shadowm,’ as a Simpsons character once 
put it. I’m not vegan and I figured his ad- 
vice would be invaluable in helping me 
adjudicate VeganBurg fairly. He didn’t 
punch me in the head as we shared our 
opinions, so I’m pretty confident I can 
write this without trolling anybody. 

Let me get this out of the way: I’ve 
dated (and therefore cooked for, and 
eaten with) vegetarians, and went 
through a yearlong period where | 
didn’t keep meat in the fridge. But 
now I| eat meat — a lot. You can call 
it hypocrisy or just plain bullshit, 
but I agree with veganism’s premise 
that the industrialized food system 
is barbaric and that if we are serious 
about thwarting climate change, our 
meat-heavy diets must change. (There 
should probably be a 25-year moratori- 
um on human reproduction and a per- 
manent ban on traveling by jets, but 
that’s another matter.) So, murderous 
carnivore that I am, I had high hopes 
that VeganBurg might herald a trend 
towards high-quality meat-free food at 
an affordable price. 

Simply put, it doesn’t. None of 
the vegans I rounded up to eat with 
me over three visits — not even my 
militant friend — had an assessment 
fundamentally different from mine. 
VeganBurg is a great concept — an im- 
portant one, even — but the execution 
is fair, at best. 

To start with, the $9-$10 burgers 
are all over the place, most of them 
approximately the quality of a Boca 
Burger. Topped with creamy guac, the 
Avocado Beetroot had an excellent 
texture, and the grilled pineapple on 
the Hawaiian Teriyaki was done well, 
but neither of them was especially 
flavorful. While the caramelized mush- 
rooms on the Creamy Shrooms burger 
were much tastier, its oily “cheese” 
was, for want of a less gross descriptor, 
mucous-y. A rare intensely flavored 
item, the Cracked Mayo, was out of 
whack, its egg- and dairy-free mayon- 
naise overwhelming everything else. 
The Mustang Relish — a “rich source 
of chromium!” according to the web- 
site — was my favorite, partly because 
it lacked any major flaw and partly 
because its pickles and mustard most 
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VeganBurg 


resembled what I like in a traditional 
burger. But the “fiber-fueled” buns 
were just that: fibrous. 

Apart from the delicious, crispy Sea- 
weed Fries ($3.90), the sides were sim- 
ilarly disappointing. Although I admit I 
liked their unusual texture, the smoked 
frank bites ($4.90) were the paragon 
of flavorlessness, so much so that the 
sensation of chewing them was almost 
novel. (They came with a hot sauce for 
dipping, like a spicy 
bean chili, so they’re 


fake chicken tenders are better than 
McNuggets, and reasonable people can 
disagree over whether they're better 
than a Mary’s Organic chicken breast and 
in what ways — but they’ll have to taste 
better than this for me to crave them. 
VeganBurg is open to making tweaks, 
though.

to commit to the rigors that veganism 
demands, wouldn't you also want to 
avoid all that crap? Why cultivate a taste 
for processed simulacra ripped straight 
from the world’s patterns of mindless 
consumption? Objectively speaking,

tried (strawberry, 
mango, triple berry) 
was watery and unap- 
pealing. And there is 
a lot of unnecessary 
packaging, com- 
postable though it is. 
If you pick up your 
order from a kitchen 
window, why does it 
need to be propped 
up on its side by lay- 
ers of wrapper? A burger and fries on a 
plate would suffice. 

There are other weird incidentals. 
First, it’s chilly in there, and I had to 
keep my jacket on during each meal. 
(VeganBurg’s workers know it’s cold, too, 
because they run space heaters.) Refills 
on those watery chillers aren’t free; they 
cost a dollar and, oddly, operate on the 
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Kevin Kelleher 


honor system. When eating, you sit on 
fake turf or under a dispiriting ghost bike 
or next to the branches of a tree hung 
with propaganda for the cause of meatless 
living or next to a poster of a celebrity 
vegan like Steve Aoki. Also, after paying 
by card, I mentioned to the cashier that 
it was a shame there was nowhere on the 
receipt to leave a gratuity, and he fed me 
some line about how the management 
wanted it to “be like In-N-Out.” (Trans- 
lation: We're already considerably more 
expensive than In-N-Out, so we’re not 
going to lose more market share paying 
you disposable peons.) Falling all over 
yourself crowing about ethical commit- 
ments to animal rights while citing a 
beef-dependent rival as justification for 
screwing humans out of a decent wage 
is just the kind of blinkered outlook we 
expect from corporate food. 

And corporate it is. VeganBurg, 
in the end, is essentially Chipotle for 
vegans — not that that will stop it. As 
compulsory meatlessness is a staple of 
dystopian fiction, it’s possible that by 
2050, residents of the world’s megaci- 
ties will subsist on aquaculture-derived 
slurries or soy patties farmed in ver- 
tical urban gardens. Or maybe Vegan- 
Burg and places like Amy’s Drive-Thru 
in Rohnert Park and the forthcoming 
Loco'l will make it all work. In the 
meantime, when I want good vegan 


food, I'll get a falafel.

Diaz Coffee 
Sources From 
Grandpa's Farm

Two weeks ago, I flew over the 
Mexican state of Oaxaca in a puddle 
jumper. We flew low, occasionally pass- 
ing tiny towns and their brightly colored 
churches popping out from the blanket 
of deep green jungle. It occurred to me 
that somewhere between the mountains 
and the coast, I likely passed over Fer- 
nando Diaz's grandfather's coffee farm. 
Diaz himself has never been there, but 
his roasting company, Proyecto Diaz Cof- 
fee, is helping to make sure it grows. 

“The mission is to help rebuild one 
coffee farm at a time,” Diaz says. “The 
concept of the farm was always in my 
life and the love that my grandfather 
had for it was passed down to my fa- 
ther and to me. Being at a distance, I 
wanted to figure out how to create a 
bridge from the city to the farm.” 

To do that, the Oakland roaster is 
sourcing directly from grandpa and 
putting 10 percent of its profits toward 
building the farm’s infrastructure. 

That means a mill, drying patios, shel- 
ter for workers, and transportation. 
Construction started late last year and 
Diaz hopes to have the farm self-sus- 
taining within five years. 

Once a large estate in the early 
1900s owned by Diaz’s great-grandfa- 
ther, the farm was later split among 
four brothers, two of whom are still 
alive. Before the project, Diaz’s grand- 
father was selling what little coffee he 
kept in production to a middleman, 
but at a price so low it couldn’t cover 
maintaining the farm. Proyecto Diaz is 
now paying him double. 
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Proyecto Diaz Coffee 


“Grandpa is half blind, but he’s got 
a rejuvenated spirit. He’s having his 
dream revived,” he says. 

Diaz, who grew up in Los Angeles 
and later in Daly City, is unique among 
the increasing number of roasters in 
the Bay Area for his family connection 
to his coffee source. And while he’s 
new to coffee, as a former immigration 
paralegal working on deportation 
defense, he’s not new to the larger 
economic trends that can negatively 
impact rural communities throughout 
Latin America. 

“Workers will leave the farm for 
more economic opportunity in the city, 
and then often if they’re unable to find 
income, they'll migrate,” he said. 

In five years, Diaz hopes to be working 
on rebuilding another farm in addition 
to having a small coffee house in Oak- 
land. He recently brought three part- 
ners on board, and they’re planning 
on launching a Kickstarter campaign 
in April. 

Meanwhile, you can find several 
Proyecto Diaz blends, single-origins 
and the flan-reminiscent Oaxacan 
roast at cafes in the Bay Area and on- 
line.

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drinks like these, you'd best be careful 
lest you unleash an uproar. Recently, the 
Fairmont hotel took on the precarious 
task with the introduction of its “Classics, 
Perfected” menu of eight simple stan- 
dards, tweaked ever so slightly to reflect a 
modern approach. Here are the stand- 
outs worth heading up the hill for. 

If you've never been to the Polyne- 
sian-themed Tonga Room in the lower 
terrace level of the Fairmont, you're 
missing out on a serious segment of 
local cocktail lore. It’s cheesy, touristy, 
kitschy, and undeniably awesome. It’s 
also a setting destined for Mai Tais and 
tropical punch bowls. 

Although you can find the Fair- 
mont’s new drinks down here, they’re 
better suited to the elegant lobby bar, 
Laurel Court, just upstairs. Settle in be- 
tween the large marble pillars, and have 
the barkeep fire up a Right Word, a 
floral variation on the venerable Final 
Word. With Bombay Sapphire Gin as 
its base, the ensemble of Lillet Blanc 
and St. Germain liqueur sculpts juniper 
berry into a calming symphony of her- 
baceousness. 

Invented in San Francisco, the Marti- 
N@Z is a play on the Martini, introduc- 
ing maraschino cherry liqueur into the 
fold, for an added layer of sweetness. 
At the Laurel Court, they’ve opted to 
replace cherry with orange liqueur 

— Cointreau, to be precise. Poking 
through the saccharine cloud is a dry 
gin from The Botanist, along with mul- 
tiple types of vermouth. It’s a balanced, 
if somewhat light-handed approach. 
To plumb bolder depths of flavor, 

seek out the VSOP Boulevardier, 
uniting Remy Martin Cognac with the 
time-tested combination of whiskey, 
Campari, and fortified red wine. Bit- 
terness, herbal tones, oak, and grape 
are the main actors competing for 
attention here. Served in a rocks glass 
with a lemon garnish, the elegant sip- 
per is unnervingly drinkable given its 
exclusively alcoholic list of ingredients. 

An Old Fashioned, as its very 
name implies, is an ode to a bygone era. 
It’s bedrock. And while it sounds like 
permanence personified in a glass, the 
Fairmont puts its own spin on it. What 
was once a straightforward synthesis of 
American whiskey, sugar, and Angostu- 
ra has been reimagined with Mount Gay 
Black Barrel Rum to unexpectedly won- 
drous results. It’s certainly not your fa- 
ther’s Old Fashioned, but the oak-heavy 
notes of Woodford Reserve bourbon, 
alongside a vanilla-rich rum — aged in 
bourbon barrels — resonate harmoni- 
ously. A lengthy, spice-filled finish solid- 
ifies the drink’s alluring complexity. It’s 
expectedly blasphemous to some, but 
purists be damned. This is a tasty tipple, 
one worthy of repeated encounters. 

Slated as a permanent shift to the 
menu, the updated drinks debuted 
in December. Timeless cocktails in a 
peerless setting should, theoretically, be 
priceless. Back in reality, all eight of the 
entries will set you back $16. You've got 
to pay to play in Nob Hill. 
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ROCKING IN THE EXCELSIOR 


A Reclaimed Wood Man Cave

The bars in most people’s home- 
towns can be divided into two catego- 
ries: the lively spots about which, asa 
child, you wondered what adults did in- 
side, and the danker places you never 
set foot in even long after you were of 
drinking age. Rocks Den, a sports bar 
and dive in the Excelsior, is probably too 
new to leave lasting impressions on 
young minds, but it falls firmly in the 
first category. 

It replaced Cotter’s Corner, which 
— while I wouldn't put it in the sec- 
ond category — was one of those 
open-at-6-a.m. places with a martini 
glass on the sign and patrons whose 
median age was 65. 

It’s still mostly window-free, but 
Rocks Den is a 2010s-style bar. The 
name sounds like a Smash Mouth 
song — it’s hard for me to say it with- 
out sounding like a WWE announcer 
— but it looks more like Churchill or 
Blackbird than the rest of the archi- 
pelago of dives along Mission Street 
south of Cesar Chavez, older places 
like St. Mary’s Pub or The Connection. 

The ceiling above the bar has 
reclaimed wood. The dark-blue-on- 
white-blue wallpaper is flocked. The 
claw foot pool 
table’s pockets 
have fringed tas- 
sels. The restroom 
fixtures are black. 
Rocks Den has a 
“fireplace lounge” 
in the back — no 
wood will be 
burned — witha 
table and tufted 
three-piece leather 
sectional that can 
be reserved. But 
instead of bottle service, the lounge 
basically exists there for you to as- 
semble a gaggle of people to watch the 
game without having to spread out 
or feel constrained to speak only with 
the people to your left and right. 

So, yes, it’s definitely a sports bar. 
Both the Warriors and the Pro Bowl 
were on the seven screens when | 
stopped in, and I didn’t overhear 
much conversation that wasn’t 
game-related. But the atmosphere 
wasn't especially testosterone-heavy 
— and any place where the bartender 
steps out from behind the bar to offer 
a bowlful of pretzels (even though 
I’m reading The New Yorker by myself 
at a table while waiting for friends to 
show up) is all right by me. Women 
and nerds won't feel totally out of 
place here. 

Without getting into too preten- 
tious a disquisition on the nature 
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of dive bars, it’s interesting to see 
the upward pressure the city’s cock- 
tail culture exerts on sports bars 
in neighborhoods that don’t have 
a bustling nightlife. (You just can’t 
build a dive from scratch, either. It 
has to acquire its diviness over time.) 
But beyond the décor, Rocks Den is 
full of cheap beer and assorted drink 
specials. And I mean cheap: Cans of 
beer were $2 each on Sunday, and 
the Facebook page advertises Manic 
Monday’s canned beer at two-for-one, 
which is enough to make anyone re- 
think commitments to yoga or other 
alcohol-free activities on Monday 
evenings. On Thursdays, you can pair 
Jameson, Fernet, Jack, or Slow & Low 
with any draft beer for $8, and that’s a 
considerably better-than-average Boil- 
ermaker selection. And it opens early 
(10 a.m.) on weekends. You know a 
joint is more of a dive than a lounge 
when the crowd is livelier at 11 in the 
morning than 11 in the evening. But 
for a place that shines physical light 
onto high-end bottles like Macallan 
18, Rocks Den’s one notable absence 
is a craft cocktail menu posted on the 
wall or on the bar. That’s the most 
logical direction for 
Rocks Bar to grow, 
and after the Super 
Bowl there’s a brief 
quiet phase before 
baseball season 
starts. 

The Excelsior is 
a curious neighbor- 
hood. Jerry Garcia 
was born there, 
stretches of it are 
bereft of trees, and 
there aren’t many 
places in the U.S. where you can stand 
on the corner of Moscow and Russia 
streets. Amid O’Reilly Auto Parts, 
several pupuserias, and one of S.F’s 
two Hawaiian Drive Inns, there are a 
few worthy dives: Pissed-Off Pete’s, 
Coco’s, and Broken Record (whose 
original kitchen crew defected to the 
Lower Haight to start Rickybobby, 
which closed last weekend). Rocks 
Den might have Art Nouveau walls in 
lieu of lamps sourced from the side- 
walk, but this Man Cave with artsy 
flourishes is bound to do well.

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BLACK RADIO HELPED SPARK A RENEWED INTEREST IN JAZZ 


A New Twist on an Old Classic 


By Jessie Schiewe 


Jazz is no longer cool. 

Once the dominant soundtrack for 
nightclubs and bars, jazz is now rele- 
gated to elevators and radio stations 
at the lower end of the FM dial. Com- 
pared to newer genres like rap, jazz 
is an antiquated musical style, one 
that’s better suited for older crowds 
than younger Snapchat-obsessed 
audiences. You won't hear it at house 
parties or while shopping at H&M. 

In fact, chances are, you won't hear 
it at all. 

But pianist Robert Glasper is try- 
ing to change that. 

“The jazz genre hasn’t progressed 
in a long time,” says the 37-year-old 
musician. “And young people are not 
interested in it.” 

About five years ago, he realized 
that to save the genre, it needed to 
become more palatable to the modern 
ear. By interweaving other musical 
styles within the framework of jazz 
and finding big name artists to collab- 
orate with, Glasper, who once claimed 
he had “musical A.D.D.,” landed on a 
solution. 

In February 2012, he unveiled it in 
the form of the album Black Radio. In 
addition to the instrumentals, creat- 
ed by his quartet, The Robert Glasper 
Experiment, the album featured vo- 
cals from decidedly non-jazz artists 
like Erykah Badu, Lupe Fiasco, Bilal, 
Yasiin Bey (aka Mos Def), and Musiq 
Souldchild. The result, a delicately 
crafted fusion of jazz, R&B, neo-soul, 
and hip-hop, was unlike any other 
project released that year and, asa 
result, won a Grammy for Best R&B 
Album. 

Glasper’s next album, Black Radio 
2, took off where the original ended, 
incorporating an even broader array 
of established musicians, including 
Brandy, Jill Scott, Snoop Dogg, Norah 
Jones, and Fall Out Boy singer/gui- 
tarist Patrick Stump. The album hit 
No. 1 on Billboard’s Top Jazz Albums 
chart and No. 16 on the Top 200. 

“This movement of the Black Radio 
stuff helped spark a renewed interest 
in jazz,” Glasper says. “People are 
more open-minded about groups that 
aren't doing straight jazz or straight 
R&B, and it’s showing that the music 
climate is changing.” Take a glance at 
this year’s Grammy nominees, which 
includes stylistically eclectic groups 
like Hiatus Kaiyote, The Internet, and 
Snarky Puppy, and you'll see Glasper 
is right. 

“I'm opening doors,” Glasper says. 


“Now, so many younger musicians 
can benefit from it and see that it’s 
OK to incorporate multiple influences 
in your music.” 

Glasper was raised in Houston, 
Texas, on a steady diet of gospel and 
R&B music. His mother was a pro- 
fessional jazz and blues singer who 
encouraged him to play piano at a 
young age. By the time he was 13, he 
had become the choir director and 
pianist for his church. He attended a 
performing arts high school, where 
he continued to study jazz piano, and 
then attended The New School for 
Jazz and Contemporary Music in New 
York City. The first friend he made 
there was the neo-soul singer Bilal, 
with whom he later recorded and 
toured. In fact, it was through tour- 
ing with Bilal that Glasper met many 
of the artists he would collaborate 
with years later on Black Radio. 

He recorded his first album, Mood, 
at age 24, and churned out a new 
album every two years until 2009. 
When the idea for Black Radio came 
to him, Glasper originally planned to 
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have only four or five guest singers. 
But, based on the wealth of responses 
he got from a mass text he sent to 
artists (“I was like, ‘I’m doing an al- 
bum. Would you be down to jump on 
it?’”), the album ballooned into hav- 
ing at least one guest singer per track. 

For Black Radio 2, Glasper decided 
to take the project one step further 
and reached out to substantially more 
famous artists he didn’t yet know. 
Thanks in large part to Black Radio, 
everyone Glasper asked agreed to be 
a part of the follow-up. “That Gram- 
my validated my shit, so it kind of 
became this high-level project that 
singers wanted to be a part of,” he 
says. “It was like, if you’re part of it, 
you're dope.” 

Glasper has plans to include less- 
er-known artists in future Black Radio 
albums and says he had to feature 
big-name musicians up front out of 
necessity. “The reality is, I had to use 
people that were already established 
and had their name out there, to es- 
tablish myself,” he explains. 

With both Black Radio albums,

Glasper feels he has “blazed a trail” 
for future generations of jazz artists 
who want to explore new sounds. (In 
fact, Nike recently commissioned him 
to create a composition commemo- 
rating Kobe Bryant’s 20-year NBA 
career.) 

But being the first has its draw- 
backs, as well. 

“A lot of times, jazz people will be 
like, “Robert, you should come back 
to your roots and play jazz,” he says. 
“But who says that once you start in 
jazz you have to end in jazz? Like, 
who does that?” 

Not Glasper.

G-Eazy doesn’t look like a rapper. 
He’s tall and lanky, with greased-back 
hair and a wardrobe fit for the bassist of a 
punk-rock band (think skinny jeans, 
leather jackets, and plain white tees). But 
over the years, the 26-year-old — born 
Gerald Earl Gillum — has built aname 
for himself as an ambitious, enterprising 
MC, and the latest success story to come 
out of Oakland. 

G-Eazy started rapping in high 
school, hawking CDs on the street. He 
continued the craft in college, and pur- 
sued it full-time after graduation. By the 
time he signed to RCA Records in 2014, 
he'd released more than a dozen mixtapes 
and EPs, and had built a substantial fan 
base thanks to his relentless use of social 
media and his constant touring. 

Now, with the release of When It’s Dark 
Out, his second album to crack Billboard's 
Top R&B/Hip-Hop chart, G-Eazy is at- 
tracting even more attention. He recently 
performed the album’s lead single, “Me, 
Myself, and I,” on The Tonight Show With 
Jimmy Fallon, and all 31 U.S. dates on his 
current When It’s Dark Out world tour are 
sold-out. 

In advance of his Feb. 11 show at Bill 
Graham Civic Auditorium, which will 
include Bay Area openers Marc E. Bassy 
and Nef the Pharaoh, SF Weekly talked 
with the burgeoning singer/producer 
about his newfound success, life on the 
road, and how the Bay Area has shaped 
him. 


You've made music for a long 
time, but only in the last few 
years has your hard work paid 

off. How have you handled your 
recent success? 

This shit’s crazy. I was selling CDs on 
Telegraph Avenue out of my backpack 
with a CD player, trying to talk to 
strangers and tell them to buy my album. 
Like, if you're going to do something, 
chase the stars. Go for it all. And when 
you do that, these are the kinds of things 
that are supposed to happen along the 
way. But it’s still very surreal when it 
actually starts to happen. You can dream 
it, you can imagine it, you can put that 
out into the universe and say, “I’m going 
to do this one day,” but when it actually 
starts to happen, it feels crazy. 


Were there ever times when you 
wanted to give up? 

Hell yeah. Maybe I thought about it, but 
I never actually came close to it. I’ve 
always been committed. But there were 
moments when I felt kind of lost. 
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Now that you've emerged 

from the underground into the 
mainstream, do you find it hard 
to stay true to yourself and what 
you originally set out to do? 
That’s the key to happiness, I think. 
None of this would feel right if I wasn’t 
staying true to myself. But at the same 
time, to think big is to play the game a 
little bit. I think it’s all about having a 
sense of self and knowing who you are 
as a person and as a creative and staying 
true to that in any environment that 
you step into. If I’m doing a song with 
Marty [Grimes], who I grew up with, or 
if ’'m doing a song with Chris Brown, 
it’s like, be honest, and be you in any sit- 
uation. 

But if you think about it, artists 
have a platform. They have an audi- 
ence, and that’s something to not take 
for granted because not everybody 
alive has an attentive audience wait- 
ing and listening to what you have 
to say. 


How have you balanced 
appealing to your core audience 
with trying to be more 
mainstream? 

I think it comes from how slow the 
trajectory has been and how gradually 
everything has happened. None of 
this happened overnight. It’s been 
years and years and years and years. 
And the fans have followed me for a 
long time. They’ve grown with me. I 
care about them. | care about putting 
my all into my music so that they 
enjoy it. I could never turn back on 
the people that put me here. 


Do you think that growing up in 
the Bay Area has influenced the 
sound and style of your music? 
It’s a place unlike anywhere else. 
We’re in a bubble. We're kind of 

like an island of culture. We’re self- 
sufficient. We support our own. 
Growing up, I heard as much E-40 
and Mac Dre on the radio as I did 50 
Cent. It’s in our culture to support 
our own. And we’re just different; 

it’s in our DNA. I don’t think people 
outside of this bubble, outside of this 
island, fully understand us. They’re 
kind of like, “Those people from the 
Bay are weird. They’re different. Their 
slang, their fashion, their music, their 
culture.” We’re kind of OK with that 
because we’re just us and we take pride 
in being different. 


ame Doesn't Come Eazy 


Do you ever worry about running 
out of material for new songs? 
E-40 makes like 150 songs a year so... 
There will always be gas left in the 
tank, and he’s like twice my age. 


You've traveled a lot throughout 
your career and are currently 
on your tenth tour. Do you like 
traveling? 

I love it. I love the road. The closest 
thing to home, for me, is being on a 
tour bus, ironically. Performing music 


live, there’s a certain magic to it. I love 
being in a room in front of an audience 
who cares about the music, who knows 


the music, and who has lived with the 
music. It’s kind of like an experience

you share. I’m on stage performing 

it, but they’re singing the words, too. 
Everything from the noise level to the 
sweat in the room, it’s just a shared 
energy of something magic. That’s 
where the music really fully comes to 
life.

The Top Five 
Parties in San 
Francisco This 
Weekend

Question: How often do you get 
the chance to see a reclusive Japanese 
musician who has been producing idio- 
syncratic, unparallelled house music 
since 1988 perform live? 

Answer: Not often. 

Soichi Terada is a fascinating exam- 
ple of convergent evolution as applied 
to music. Born in Tokyo, he studied

Solar Langevin’s life-long love affair with 
dance music began in a San Francisco of 
a different era. “It started one night, 
sometime in 1991, I think, in Golden 
Gate Park,” he tells me. “We were told to 
meet on the night of the full moon. A 
small group had gathered when a van 
comes rolling up, and out comes a crew 
of scruffy-looking Englishmen. In a mat- 
ter of minutes, they had a soundsystem 
set up. That was the first time I heard 
acid house. I'll never forget it.” Those 
Englishmen were known as the Wicked 
crew (DJs Garth, Jend, Thomas, and 
Markie), whose renegade techno parties 
became Bay Area legend, and we owe 
them a debt of thanks for inspiring one 
of San Francisco’s best (and hard- 
est-working) DJs. 

If you've gone out dancing in San Fran- 
cisco over the past two decades, you've 
almost assuredly heard one of Solar’s DJ 
sets, or at least seen his name on a flyer. 
His career began when he joined up with

computer science and electronic 
instrumentation at university, then 
proceeded to launch his own record 
label, Far East Recordings, to showcase 
his unmistakably house music produc- 
tions. But, unlike his contemporaries 
in the West, his reference points are 
completely different: Instead of disco 
and funk, Terada’s work is informed by 


fellow local jocks Galen and J-Bird, who 
had just started hosting their own rene- 
gade parties on the Berkeley Marina, as 
Sunset Sound System. Twenty-plus years 
later, Sunset is still at it. “In no way did 
we think [back then] we’d be where we’re 
at now [with Sunset],” says Solar. No lon- 
ger illegal, their parties are now some of 
the Bay Area’s biggest (and finest), al- 
ways taking place at unusual venues — 
Stafford Lake in Novato, aboard a yacht 
traveling the San Francisco Bay, or their 
annual weekend camp-out up north in 
Belden. 

The latest chapter in Solar’s story 
began just a couple of years ago, as the 
world began to notice how talented 
he is. “It kind of started snowballing 
in March of 2014, after Dixon invit- 
ed me to do a little European tour, 
playing some big clubs over there,” 
he explains. “On my way over, Tim 
Sweeney invited me to play [his radio 
show] Beats In Space. Then, I met 
the Dekmantel crew [Dutch techno 
festival promoters], and they were

super supportive, booking me at their 
festivals, inviting me to record a mix 
and play their Boiler Room. Olaf and 
the Trouw crew [a vaunted Amsterdam 
club] booked me several times, and 
then artists like Traxx, Midland, Joy 
Orbison, and others began supporting 
me, too. So it has a lot to do with all 
the people I just mentioned, a lot of 
luck, good timing, and hopefully, a bit 
of skill.” 

His explanation is characteristically 
humble, but give one listen to Solar 
behind the decks and you'll know why 
he’s blown up. Techno, acid house, 
industrial, EBM, dub, post-punk, 
disco, bass music, and more feature 

in his sets, mixed seamlessly. “I find 
the connecting threads in all these 
sounds,” Solar says. “You can hear 

the influences [between genres] back 
and forth throughout. I guess that’s 
my job: to string them together in a 
cohesive way,’ he says with a laugh. 
It’s a job indeed, and one he happens 
to do astonishingly well.

The upsides of being DJ Mus- 
tard (of which there are many) 
are that he created a new cate- 
gory in hip-hop (i.e. “ratchet” or 
strip club music) and that his 
emergence helped draw public 
attention to the oft-overlooked 
role of producer.

A large crowd braved a snowstorm to come out to Savage 
Love Live at Boston’s Wilbur Theatre last week. Ques- 
tions were submitted on index cards, which allowed 
questioners to remain anonymous and forced them to 
be succinct. I got to as many of them as I could over two 
long, raucous, boozy hours. Here are some of the ques- 
tions I didn’t have time for in Boston... 


What do you think of poop play? 
I think of it rarely. 


How long should I keep my partner locked in male 
chastity? 


Until Rick Santorum is president. 
What exactly causes relationships to end? 


Relationships end for all sorts of different 
reasons—boredom, neglect, contempt, betrayal, 
abuse—but all relationships that don’t end survive 
for the same reason: The people in them just keep not 
breaking up.
